About Thirty Years ago, a Packet- Boat that 
had feveral Pafiengers on Board was caft away 
upon a Rockland in fo great Danger of finking, 
that all who were in it endeavoured to lave 
tbcmfclves as well as. they could, though only 
thofe who could fwim well had a bare PoiEbiliry 
of doing it. Among the PafTengers there were 
Two. Women of Falnion, who feeing themfelve* 
in fuch a difcorifolate Condition, begged of their 
Husbands not to leave therm One of them choCe 
rather to die withjjis Wife/ than to forfake her $ 
the other, though he was moved with the ut- 
roofr. Compafliori for his Wife, told her, That 
'for the Good of their Children jt was better one 
.of them fhould live, than both pcrifh. By a great 
Piece of good Luck, .next to a Miracle, when 
one of our good Men had taken the la ft and long 
Farewei in order to fave; himfelf, and the other 
held in his Arms the Perfbn that was, dearer .to 
him than Life, the Ship was preferved. It is 
with a (beret Sorrow and Vexation of Mind that 
I muft tell the Sequel pf the Story, and' let my 
Reader know, that this faithful Pair . who were 
ready to have died in each others Arms, about 
Three Years after their Efcape, upon fome tri- 
fling Difeuft, grew toa Coldnefs at firft, and at 
• length tell out to fuch a Degree, that they left 
•ne another^ and parted for ever. The other 
Couple lived together in* an uninterrupted Friend* 
(hip and Felicity ; and what was remarkable, the 
Husband whom the Shipwreck had like to nave \ 
•feparated frorohis Wife, died a few Months after 
her, hot being able to furvive the Lofs df her.

and another, and another Conqucft, was asked* 
What he would do after all that ? Then, fays the 
King, we will make merry. He was well an- 
fwered, What hinders your doing that in the Con- 
dition you are alreadv ? The reliefs Defire of ex- 
erting themfelves above the common Level of 
Mankind is not to be refitted in fame Tempers r 
and Minds of this Make may be obferved in every 
Condition of Lift. Where fuch Men do not 
make to themfelves or meet with Employment, 
•he Soil of their Confutation runs into Tares and 
Weeds.

If we value popular rraife, it 
ii in the Power of the meanerf of the People to 
difturb us by Calumny. If the Fame of being 
happy, we cannot look into a Village but we fee* 
Crowds in actual' Pofioflion of what we feek only 
the Appearance. To this may be added, that 
there is l know norwhat Malignity in the Minds 
of ordinary^ Men {o oppofe you in what they fee 
you fond of j and it is a certain Exception againft 
a Man's receiving A j^plaufe. that he vifibly courts 
it.. However this is not only the Paflion of great-- 
and undertaking Spirits, but you fee it in the Uvea 
of fuch as one would believe were far enough re* 
moved from the Ways of Ambition.

This in-- 
dttd is Ambition in Grotcfque, but may figure to 
us the Condition of politer Men, whofeoruy Pur* 
fuit is Glory. When the Superior a&s out of a '• 
Principle of Vanity, the Dependant will be fure 
to allow it him ; becaufe he knows it dcftru&ive 
cf the very Applaufe which is courted by the 
Man who favours htm, and confequently makes l 
him nearer himfeff. 

But as every Man living has more or lefs of 
ilhis Incentive, which makes Men impatient of an 
ttnadtive Condition, and urges Men to attempt 
-What may tend to their Reputation, it is abio- 
lutely neccfTary they fhouid form to themfelves 
an Ambition which is in every Man's Power to 
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H'ify. This Ambition would be; independent* 
would confift only in a&ing what to a Man'fc 
( Mind appears mod great and laudable. It is, 
a Purfuit in the Power of every Man, and is on- 
ly a regular Profecution of what he himfelf ap- 
proves. It is what can be interrupted by. no out- 
ward Accidents, for no Man can be robbed of his. 
good Intention. One of our Society of the Trum- 
pet therefore flatted laft Night a Notion which I 
thought had Reafon in it. h is, methinks, laid 
he, an unreafonable Things that Heroick Virtue 
Ihould (as it feerns to be at prefent) be confined 
to a certain Order of Men r and' be attainable by 
none but thofe whom Fortune has elevated to the 
irtoft confpicuous Stations*. I would have every 
Thing to be efteemed as- Heroick which is great 
and uncommon in the Grcumftances in the Man 
who performs it. Thus there would be noVhtue 
in humane Lite which. every one of the. Species 
would not have a Pretence to arrive at, and air 
Ardency to exert. Since Fortune is not in our 
Power, let us be as little as poflible in hers* 
Why mould it be necefiary that a Man fhould 
fee rich, to be generous r If we meafured by. 
the Quality,, ana not the Quantity,, of Things 
the Particulars which accompany, an Action, is 
what fhould denominate it mean or great. The 
aigbeft Station of humane Life is to be attained 
by each Man that pretends to it : For every Mart 
cast be as valiant, as generous, as wife, and as 
merciful, as the Faculties and Opportunities which 
he has From Heaven and Fortune will permit. 
He that can fay to himfelf, I do as much good, 
and am as virtuous, as my mod eameft Endea- 
vours wilt allow me. whatever is his Station in 
the World, is to himlelf poffeflecr of the higheffc 
Honour. If Ambition is not thus turned, it is 
fK> other than a continual Succeflion of Anxic* 
ty and Vexation. But when it has this Caft,. it 
iiwigovases the Mind* and the Confcioufiiefs of 
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its own Worth is a Reward which it is not in th© 
Power of Envy, Reproach, or Detra&ion, t<> 
take from it. tlius the Seat of folid Honour is 
in a Man's own Bofom, and no one can want 
Support who is in Poffeflion of an honeft Con- 
icience, but he who would fuffer the Reproaches 
of it for other Greatnefs. 

P. 5. I was going oa*in my Philofophy, when

IT is natural for the Imaginations of Men, who^

■Rich at a Lofs when he comes into the" World at 
Z meer Savage. To avoid therefore that Inept .w 
•ude for Society, which is frequently the Fault of 
v$ Scholars, ana hsrs to Men of Uoderftanding 
and Breeding fomethin^ much more {hocking and' 
*ntra£table than Ruftiriry it felf, I take Care to 
▼ifit all ptiblick Solemnities, and gc*into Aflero— 
fclies as often as my Studies will permit. This 
(einff therefore the firft Day of the Drawing oif 
the Lottery, I ditfnot oegle& {pending a coniide- 
table Time in the Crowd : But as much a Philo- 
ibpher as I pretend to be, I cotrld not but look 
with a Sort of Veneration upon the Two Boys- 
which received the Tickets from the Wheels, at 
Ihe impartial and equal Difpeniers of the For- 
tunes which were to be diftribmed' among the 
Crowd t who aliffcxxf expecting the fame Chavtff • 
Tt feems at firft Thougnt very wondcrful^.rhat 
e*e Paftion /herald fo unfterfally have the Pre- 
eminence of another in the Pofleflibn of Men's 
Minds as that In this Cafe ; all in general have a 
{ferret Hope of the great Ticket : And yer Fear in 
another Initancc, as in going into a Battle, thill 

hare 
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Have fo little Influence, as that though' each Man 
believes there will be many Thoufanas flam, each 
is confident he himfelf (hall efcapc. This Certain- 
ty proceeds from our Vanity ; for every Mia few ; 
abundance in himfelf that deferves Reward, and 1 
nothing which Oioaid meet with Mortification, 
But ofall the Adventurers that filled the Hall, 
there was one who flood by me, who I could not 
but fancy expected rheTnoufand Pounds per^0h 
num. as a mcer Juftice to his Farts and Indaftry; 
He had his Pencil and Tabte-Book, and was at 
the drawing of each Lot, counting how much 
%. Man with Seven Tickets was now nearer the ' 
peat Frize, by the /hiking out another, and ano- 
ther Competitor. TJiis Man was of the moft par- 
ticular Conffiturion I had ever observed ; his Paf? 
{ions were (b a&ive, that he worked m the ut- 
moft Streroh of Hope and Fear, When one R* 
val feli before him, you roighr fee a (hort Gleam 
of Triumph in his Countenance, which ithme* 
diarely vamfhed at the Approach of another. * 
What added to the Particularity of this Man, 
was, that he every Moment cad a Look, either 
upon the Comrmdioners, the Wheels, or the 
Boys. I gently whilpered him, and asked, When 
Jfe thought the Thousand Pounds would come 
.op? Pugh \ firys he, Who knows that ? And then 
looks upon a little Lid of his own Tickers, 
which were pretty high in their Numbers, and 
faid it would not come this Ten Day*. This Fel- 
low wi>l have a good Chance, ehouab not that 
which he has put his Heart on. The Man is- 
mechanically turned, a*d made for getting. The* 
ftupkotyand EagerneCs wbrnbheisin, argue* 
an Attention to his Point r though what he is la- 
during at does not in the leaft contribufe to it. 
Were ir not for &ch bonefl FeHfcws as these, the- 
Men who govern the rcu> of tbekr Species would 
have no Tools to work with: For the outward 
Show of fiie World is carried on by fuch as can- 

net 
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not find oat that they are doing nothing. I left 
my Man with great Kelu&ance, feeing the Care 
he took to obferve the whole Conduct of die 
Perfons concerned, and compute the Inequa- 
lity of the Chances with his own Hands and 
Eyes. Dear Sir, faid I, they muft rife early that 
cheat you. Ay, faid he, there's nothing like a 
Man's minding his Bufinefs himfelf. 'lis very 
true, faid I, The Matter's Eye makes the Horie 
far. 

As it is much the greater Number who are to 
go without Prizes, it is but very Expedient to 
turn our Le&ure to the forming juft Sentiments 
on the Subject of Fortune. One faid this Morn- 
ing, That the Chief Lot he was confident 
would fall upon fome Puppy ; but this Gentle- 
man is one of thofe wrong Tempers whoapprove 
only the Unhappy, and have a natural Prejudice 
to the Fortunate. But as it is certain that there 
Is a great Meannefs in being attacked to a Man 
purely for his Fortune, there is no lefs a Mean- 
nefs in diiliking him for his Happinefs. It is 
the fame Perverfeneft under different Colours, 
and both thefe Relentments arife from rfteer 
Pride. 

The true Greatnefs of Mind confifts in valuing 
Men apart from their Circumftances, or accord- 
ing to their Behaviour in them. Wealth, is a Di- 
ftin&ion oriy in TrafHck ; but it muft not be al- 
lowed as a Recommendation in any other Parti- 
cular, but only juft as it is applied. It was very 
frettily faid, That we may learn the little Value of 
ortime by the Perfons on whom Heaven is plea- 
fed to beftow it. However, there is not a har- 
der Part in Humane Life, than becoming Wealth . 
and Greatnefs. He muft be very well (locked 
with Merit, who is not willing to draw fome 
- Superiority over his Friends from his Fortune : 
For k is not every * Man that can entertain with 

the 
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the Air of a Gueft^and do good Offices with 
the Mien of one that receives them. 

I mull qpnfefs, I cannot conceive how a Man 
dm place hnmtelf in a Figure wherein he can .fa 
macrt enjoy his own Soul, and that greateft of 
Pleafures, the juft Approbation of his own 
Actions, than as an Adventurer on this Occalion, 
to ut and fee the Lots go off without Hope or 
Fear, perfe&ly unconcerned as to himfelf, but ta- 
king Part in the good Fortune of others. 

I will believe there are happy Tempers in be- 
ing, to whom all the Good that arrives to any of 
their Fellow-Creatures gives a Pleafure. Thefc 
live in a Courfe of fubftaotial and lading Happi- 
nefs, and have die Satisfa&ion to fee all Men en- 
deavour to gratify them. This State of MSnd 
iiot only lets a Man Into. certain Enjoy raentsy but 
relieves him from as certain Anxieties. It you 
- will not rejoice with happy Men, you muft re- 
ripe at them. Dick Reptile alluded to this when 
he (aid, He would hate no Man out of pure Idle- 
nefs. As for ray own Part, I look at Fortune 
'quite in another View than the reft of the World 5 
and, by my Knowledge in Futurity, tremble at 
the approaching Prize, which I fee coming to * 
youne Ladv for ^bom I have much Tendernefs ; 
and nave therefore writ her the following Let- 
ter, to be fent by Mr. EBi&t wkhthc Notice of 
her Ticket.

I had the Curionty the other Day 
to. follow a Crowd of People near Btllingfeate, 
who were conducing a pambnate Woman who 
Cold' Fi(h to a Magistrate, in order to explain 
{bme Words which were ill taken by one ot her 
own Quality and Profeflion in the publick Mar- 
ket. When £he came to make her Defence, (he- 
was fo very full of, His Worflup, and of, If it 
(hould pleafe his Honour, that we could for fomc 
Time hardly hear any. other Apokgy (he made for 
herfelf, thanthat of attoningfor the ill Language 
(he had been accufed of towards her Neighbour by 
v the great Civilities (he paid to her Judge. But this 
,Extravagance in herSenfe of doing Honour, was- 
nq morc.ta.be wondered at, .than jhatber many. 

Rings;* 
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Rings on each Finger were worn as Tnftances of 
Finery and Drefs. The Vulgar may thus heap 
and huddle Terms of Refpeft, and nothing bet- 
ter be expe&ed from them ; but for People of 
Rank to repeat Appellatives infignificantly, is t 
Folly not to be endured, neithgr with Regard to 
bur Times or our Undemanding. It is below the 
Dignity of Speech to extend it with more Worth 
or Phrafes than are necefTary to explain our felvei 
with Elegance; And it is, methinks, an Irjftance 
of Ignorance, if wot of Servitude, to be redun- 
dant in fuch Expreffions. 

I waited upon a Man of Quality fomc Morn- 
ings ago : He happened to be drafting; and 
his Shoemaker fitting him, told him, That 
if his Lordfhip would pteafe to tread hard, 
or that if his Lordfhip would ftamp a little, 
his Lordfhip would find his Lordfhip's Shoe will 
fit as eafie t as any Piece of Work his I*ordfhip 
fhould fee in England. As foon as my Lord was 
drefled, a Gentleman approached him with a 
very good Air, and told nim, he had an Affair 
which had long depended in the Lower Courts, 
which, through the Inadvertency of bis Ance- 
ftors on the one Side, and the ill Arts of their'Ad- 
verfaries on the other, could not poflibly be fet- 
tled according to the Rules of the Lower Courts : 
That therefore he defigned to bring his Caufe be- 
fore the Houfe of Lords next Seiuon, where he 
fhould be glad if his Lordfhip fhould happen to 
be prefent $ for he doubted not but his Caufe 
would be approved by all Men of Juftice and Ho- 
nour.

for ufing them with- greater Deference. I would 
not jput Lordlhip to a Man's Hat. Gloves, Wig*, 
or Cane t but to deiire his Lordfhip's Favour, 
liis Lordmip's Judgment, or his Lordmip's Patro- 
nage, is a Manner of fpeakin& whkh cxpreffes 
an Alliance between his Quality and his Merit. 
It is this Knowledge which dHringuiihed the Di£ 
courfe of the Shoemaker from that of the Gen- 
tleman. The higheft Point of good Breeding, 
if any one can hit it, is to fhow a very nice Re. 

fard to your own Dignity, and with that in your 
leart etfprefs your Value for the Man above 
you. 

But the filly Humour to the contrary has fo 
muck prevailed, • that the flavifli Addition of 
Title enervates Difcourfe, and renders the Appli- 
cation of it almoft ridiculous. We Writers of 
v Diurnal* are nearer in our Styles to that of com- 
mon- Talk than any other Writers, by which 
Means weufe Words of Refj?e& fometimes very 
unfortunately. The Poft-Mari, who is one of the 
raoft celebrated of our Fraternity, fell into this 
Misfortune Yefterday in his Paragraph from Ber- 
lin of July 2.6*. Count Waftemberg (fays he) 
Great Cbantoerlain, and Chief Minifier of this 
Court, toho on Monday lafk accompanied the King 
of Pruflia to Oranienbur^ft, wot taken fo very ill, 
that on Wednefday bis Life war dej paired oft and 
vo "had a Report> that bis Excellency was dead, 

I humbly prefurae, that it flattens the Narra- 
tion, to fay his Excellency in a Cafe which is 
common to all Men; except you would infer what 
is not *o be inferred, to wit;. That the Author 
defigned to fay, -AH wherein tie excelled others 
was- departed from him. 

Were DiftincYions ufed according to the Rules 
of Reafon and Senfe, thofe Additions to Men's 
Names would be, as they were firft intended, fig. 
nificant of their Worth, and not their PeHbns j 
fo that in fomc Cafes it might be proper to fay, 
• ! - The 
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The Man iff dead* but his Excellency will never 
die. |t is, methinhs, very unjuft to laugh at i 
Quaker, becaufe he has taken up a Refolutioa 
to treat you with a Word, the moft cxprcfEve of 
Camplaiiance that can be thought of, and with 
an Air of good Nature and' Charity rails you 
Friend. I lay, it is* very unjutf to rally him far 
this Term ro a Stranger, when you your {elves, 
in all your Phraies of Diftinotion, confound 
Phrafes of Honour toco no Ufe at all. 

Tom. Courtly* who t is the Pink of Courtesy, is 

an Inftance of how little Moment an undiftmgui- 

fhmg Application of Sounds of Honowr are to 

thofe who underftand themiclves. 7ta». never 

fails of paying his Obeifance to every Man h*ieej, 

who has Title or Office to make him confpicoous : 

but his Deference is wholly given to outward 

Confiderationsv I, who know him; can tell witl> 

in half an Aere how much Land one Man has 

more than another by Tm's Bow to him. Tide 

is all he knows of Honour, and Civility of Friend- 

ffiip : For this Reafoo, becaufe he cares for no 

Man living, he is rcligioufly ftrift in perfom " 

what he calls his Rclpe&t to you. To this 

He » very fearnetf in Pedigree, and will abate 

fomething in the Ceremony of his Approaches to 

a Man, if he is in any Doubt about the bearing 

of his Coat of Arms. What is the mod pleafant 

of all his Character is, That he a&s with a Sort 

of Integrity in thefe Tmpcrtinenctes ^ and tho* 

lie would nor do any Man any folid Ktndnefs; he 

is wonderfully juft and careful not to wrong his 

Quality. But as Integrity is very fcarcc in the 

World, I cannot forbear having RefpetV for the 

Impertinent ; It is fome Virtue to be bound by 

any Thing. Tom. and I are upon very flood 

Terms for the Refpe& he has for the Houfe of 

Bicker jiaff. Tho' one cannot but laugh at his fe- 

rious Confideration of Things Co little eflenthl, 

one rnuft have a Value- e^ren for a frivolous ^oo4 

Conlcieucc Thee 
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' Ature has implanted in us Two very ftrong 

Deiires, Hanger few the Prefer vat ion of the 

individual, and Lmt for t^e Support of the Spe- 
cies j or, to fpeak move intelligibly, the former 
, -to continue our own Perfons, and the latter to m» 
troduce others into the World* According as 
Men behave themfelves with regard to tbcfe Ap- 
petites, they are above or below the Beafta of 
the Field, which are incited by them without 
Choice or fteAe&ion. Bur reafonable Creatures 
►correct thefe Incentives, and improve them into 
elegant Motives of Friendthtp and Society* It is 
chiefly from this homely Foundation, that we are 
under the Nccefl&ty of feeking for the agreeable 
Companion, and the honourable Mimefs. By 
this Cultivation of Art and Reaibn, our Wants 
are made Pleafures, and the Gratification of oar 
Defars, under proper ReftricYions, a Work no 
Way below our nobleft Faculties. The wifcil 
Mao-may maintain his Character,, and yet confi~ 
Atx in what Manner he (hall beft entertain his 
Friend, or divert his MHhtis ; Nay, it is fo far 
from being a Derogation to him, that he can in 
no other Tnftances (how (o true a Taft of his 
Life, or bis Fortune. What concerns one of the 
above-mentioned Appetites., as it is elevated into 
Love, I ihall have aDUfldaatOccafwn to dtfcourfe 
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of before I have provided for the numberlei 
Crowd of Damfels I have propofed to take Care 
of. The Subject therefore ot the prefent Paper 
(hall be that Fart of Society which owes its be- 
ginning to the common Neceflity of Hanger. 
When this is confidered as the Support of our Be- 
ing, wetaay take in under the fame Head Third 
al|o ; otherwife when we are ptirfurog the Gfnr» 
ton, the Drunkard may make his Eicape. The 
true Choice of our Diet, and our Companions at 
it, feems to confift in that which contributes moft 
to Chearfulnefs and Refrefhment : And riiefc 
certainly are beft confulted by Simplicity in the 
Food, and Sincerity in the Company, By this 
Rule are in the hVft Place excluded from Pretence 
to Happinefs all Meals of State and Ceremony, 
which are performed in dumb Shew, and greedy 
•Sollennefs. At the Boards of the Great, they faj, 
you {hall have a Number attending with as good 
Habits and Countenances as the Guelts, Which 
only Circumftance muft deftroy the whole Plea- 
fare of the Repaft : For if fuch Atteadants are 
introduced for the Dignitv of their Appearance, 
modeft Minds are (hockecf by confidering them as 
Spectators, or elfe look upon them as Equals, for 
whole Servitude they are in a Kind of Suffering. 
It may be here added, that the fumptuous Side- 
board to an ingenuous Eye has often more the 
Air of an Altar than a Table. The next abfurd 
Way of enjoying our felves- at Meals, is, where 
the -Bottle is ply'd without being called jfbr, 
where Humour takes Place of Appetite, and the 
good Company are too dull or too merry to know 
anyEnjoyment in their Senfes. ' 

Tho'this Part of Time is abfohrely neceflary 
to fuftain Life, it muft' be alfo confidered, That 
Life it (elf is to the endlefs Being of Man but 
what a Meal is to this Life; not valuable for it 
felf, but for the Purpofes of it. If there be any 
Truth in this, therapeaee of many Hours this 

i Way 
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Way is fomewhat unaccountable; and placing 
rrroch Thought either in too great Sumptuoufiisis 
and Elegance in this Matter, or wallowing in 
Noife and Riot at it, are both; tho'not equally 9 
unaccountable. I have often considered thefc dif- 
ferent People with very great Attention, and al- 
ways fpeak of them with the Diftinciion of the 
Eaters, and the Swallowers. v The Eaters f^cri- 
fcce all their Senfes and Underftanding to this Ap- 

fctite ; The Swallowers hurry themielves out of 
oth. without pleating this or any other Appetite 
.at all. The latter are improved Brutes, the for- 
mer degenerated Men. I have fometimes thought 
it would not be improper to add to my Dead and 
Living Men, Perfons in an intermediate State of 
Humanity, under the Appellation of Dozers. The 
Dozers are a Se&, who, inftead of keeping their 
Appetites in Subjection, live in Subjection to 
them ; nay, they are fo truly Slaves to them, that 
they keep at too great a Diftance ever to come 
into their Prefence. Within my own Acquain- 
tance, I know thofe that I dace fay haveiorgot 
that they ever were hungry, and are no lefs utter 
Strangers to Third and wearinefs, who are be- 
holden to Sauces &r their Food, and to their Food 
for their Wearinefs\ 

I have often wondered, confidering the exceU 
lent and choice Spirits that we have among pur 
Divines, that they do not think of putting vici- 
ous Habits into a more contemptible and unlove- 
ly Figure than they do at present. So many Men ©f 
"Wit and Spirit as there are in Sacred Orders, have 
it in their rower to make the Fafhion of their Side. 
The Leaders in humane Society are more effectu- 
ally prevailed upon tfiis Way than can ealily be 
imagined. I have more than one in my Thoughts 
at this Time capable of doing this againit alfthe 
Opoolition of the moft Witty, as weff as the moft 
Voluptuous. Then may poffibly be more ac- 
ceptable Subjects but fine there are none more 

uferul

It it vifmfe, that tho* Mens Fortunes 
Circurnftanres, and Pieafures. give them Pit 
pofleffions too ftrong to regard any Mention b 
ther of Punifhments of Rewards, they will lifla 
to -what makes them inconilderable or mean i 
the Imaginations of others, and by Degrees a 
their own.

than the Rea'fon of the Difcourfe, What indeed 
leads me into this Way of Thinking, is, Tint 
the laft Thing I read was a Sermon of the learn- 
ed Dr. Snub, upon the Ways *f Plt*f*ntwfs. This 
•admirable Difcourfe was made at Court, where 
the Preacher was too wife a Man not to believe, 
the greateft Argument, in that Place, agamir. the 
Pleasures then in Vogue, mud be. mat they loft 
greater Pkafcres by profecutinje the Course the? 
were in. The Charming Difcourfe has in it 
whatever Wit and Wifdom can put together. 
This Gentleman has a Taknt of mailing all his 
faculties bear to thc^great End of his hallowed 
Proreflion. Happy Genius ! He is the better Maa 
far being a Wit. The beft Way to praife this 
Anther is to quote him * and, I think. 1 may de- 
fy any Man to fay a greater Thing of him, or his 
Ability, than that there are no Paragraphs in the 
whole Difcourfe I (peak of below theie which 
follow.

Eftecm makes a Man powerful in Bo* 
trnefs, and Arfe&km defirable in Convcrfation ; 
which b certainly the Beaton that very agreeable 
Men fail of their Point in the World, and thoie 
Who are by no Means inch arrive at it with much 
Sift. If it be vhible in a Man's Carnage that he 
ijas a ftrong Paffion to plcafc, no one is much at 
a Lois how to keep Meafiires with him, becaefe 
there is always a mHance in People's Hands to 
make tip with him, by giving him what he (till 
wants in Exchange for what you thmk fit to deny 
lihn. Such a Penbn asks with Diffidence, and 
ever leaves Room for Denial by that Softnefs of 
hisCompkxton. At the feme Time he hunfelf 
is capable of denying nothing, even what he is 
riot cale to perform.

S anion as this, either now and then throws out a 
trie Flattery, or lets a Man iilently flatter him- 
felf in his Superiority ta him. If you take No- 
tice, "here is hardly a rich Man in the World; 
who has not fuch a led Friend of fmall Confidera- 
tion, who is a Darling fov his Infignifkancy. It 
is a great Eafe to have one in our own Shape a 
Species below us, and who,, without being lifted 
in our Service, js by Nature of our Retinue. Thefe 
Dependants are or excellent Ufe on a Rainy Day, 
or when a Man has not a Mind to 4refs,.or to ex- 
clude Solitude, when one has neither a Mind to 
that or to Company.

& here an Advantage, and their Bhmrnefi, as ir 
Is the feeming Effect of Sincerity, is the M Co- 
*er to Artifice. 

Terence introduces a Flatterer talking to a Cot- 
comb whom he cheats out of a Livelihood, and a 
third Perfon on the Stage makls on him this pleV 
lane Remark. '* Thit Fellow has an Arr of making 
* Foot* Madmen. *' The Love of Flattery is in- 
"&cd fomrtimes the Weaknefs' of a great Mind - r 
But you fee it alto in Perfons who otnerwife dif- 
^over' no Manner of Refifli of any Thij^g above 
meer Senftulity. Thefe latter it fomeomes im- 
proves, but always debates the former. A Fool i» 
4n himfelf the Objc& of Pity rill he i* flattered 
By the Ffcrce of that his Stupidity is raifed into 
Affectation, and he' becomes of Dignity enough 
to be ridiculous, faemember a D role, that upon 
one's faying, The Times arefo rkklim that there 
muft great Care be taken what one lays in Con- 
verfation $ anfwered with an Air of Surtinefs aod* 
Houcity, If People will be free, let them he (b in 
the Manner that I aov who never abnfe a Man 
but to his Face.

TF there were no other Confequence of it, but 
I barely that Humane Creatures on this Day a£ 
/emble themfelves before thair Creator, with- 
out Regard to their ufual Employments, thatr 
Minds at Leifure from the Cares of this Life, 
and their Bodies adorned with the beft Attire 
they can beftow on them ; I fay, were this meer 
outward Celebration of a Sabbath all that is ex- 

5e£ted from Men, even that were a laudable Di- 
:in£tion, and a Purpofe worthy the Humane Na- 
ture. But when there is added to it the fublime 
Pleafure of Devotion, our Being is exalted above 
it felf ; and he who fpends a Seventh Day in the 
Contemplation of the next Life, will not eaiily 
fall into the Corruptions of this in the other Six. 
They who never admit Thoughts of this Kind 
into their Imagination, lofe higher and fweeter v 
' Satisfactions than can be raifed by any other En- 
tertainment. The moft illiterate Man who is 
touched with Devotion, and ufes frequent Exer- 
cifes of it, contracts a certain Greatnefs of Mind, 
mingled with a noble Simplicity, that raifes him 
above thofe of the fame (Condition 5 and there is 
an indelible Mark of Goodnefs in thofe who fin- 
cerely poffefs it. It is hardly poffible it (hould be 
otherwife; for the Fervours of a pious Mind 
will naturally contract fuch an Earncftnefs and 
Artention towards a better Being, as will make 
[W. 4.] F the 
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the ordinary PafTages of Life go off with a be- 
coming Indifference. By this, a Man in the 
loweft Condition will not appear mean, or in the 
moft fplendid Fortune, infolent. 

As to all the Intricacies and Viciflltudes under 
which Men are ordinarily intangled with the ut- 
moft Sorrow and Paflion, one who is devoted to 
Heaven when he falls into fuch Difficulties is led 
by a Clue through a Labyrinth. As to this 
World, he does notpretend toSkiliin the Mazes 
of it, but fixes his Thoughts upon one Certainty, 
that he (hall foon be out of it. And we may tsk 
very boldy, What can be a more fure Confola- 
tion than to have an Hope in Death ? When Men 
are arrived at thinking of their very Dillblution 
with Pleafure, how few Things are Acre that 
can be terrible to them ? Certainly nothing can 
be dreadful to fuch Spirits, but what would make 
Death terrible to them, FaHhood towards Man, 
or Impiety towai ds'Heaven. To fuch as thefe, as 
there are certainly many fuch. the Gratifications 
of innocent Pleafures are doubled, even with Re- 
flections upon their Imperfection. The Difap- 
jxrintments which naturally attend the great Pro- 
mifes we make our felves in expected Enjoy- 
mcnts> ftrike no Damp upon fuch Men, but only 
quicken their' Hopes of foon knowing Joys, 
which are too pure to admit of Allay or Sa- 
tiety. 

It is thought among the politer Part of Man-* 
kind an Imperfection to want a Relifh of any of 
thofe Things which refine our Lives> This is the 
Foundation of the Acceptance which Eloquence, 
Muiick, and Poetry, make in the World 5 and I 
know not why Devotion, coniidered meerly as an 
Exaltation of our Happinefs, fhould not at leaft 
be fo far regatded as to be coniidered. It is pof- 
fible the very Enquiry would lead Men into fuch 
Thoughts and Gratifications as they did not ex- 
pect to meet with in this Place. Many a good 

Ac- 
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Vcquaintance has been loft from a general Pre- 
poileilion in his Disfavour and a (evere Afpe£ 
bias often hid under it a very agreeable Compa- 
nion. 

There arc no dtfHnguifhing Qualities among 
"Men to which there are not falle Pretenders 4 but 
rfio* none is more pretended to than that of De- 
votion, there are, perhaps, fewer fuccefsful Im* 
poftors in this Kind than an v other. There is. 
ibmething fo natively great and good in a PcYiba 
that is truly devout, that an aukward Man may 
as -well pretend to be genteel, as an Hypocrite to 
be pious. The Conftraint in Words and Avfcions 
arc equally vifible in both Cafes, and any Thing 
fet up in their Room does but remove the En- 
deavourers the further off their Pretentions. But 
however the Senfe of true Piety is abated, there, 
is no other Motive o£ A&ion that can carry us 
through all the Viciflitudes of Life with Alacrity 
and Refblution. But Piety, like Philoibphy,. 
when it is fuperficial, does but make Men ap- 
pear the worfe for it ; and a Principle that is but 
naif received, does but dHfrafi, inftcad of gui- 
ding our Behaviour. When I reflect upon the . 
unequal Conduct of Lotiu*> I fee many Thutgg 
that run directly counter to his Intereft ; there- 
tore I cannot attribute his Lalpours for the publicfc 
Good to Ambition. When I condder his Difre- 
gard to his Fortune, I cannot eftecm him cove-* 
tous. How then can I reconcile his Negle& of* 
himfelf, and his Zeal for others? I have long 
fufpe&ed him to be a little Pious: But no Man 
ever hid his Vice with greater Caution than he« 
does his Virtue. It was the Praife of a great R9-> 
rrum> That he had rather be, than appear good.- 
But fuch is the Weakneft of Lotius, that I dare 
fsry, he had rather be efteemed irreligious, than 
devout. By I know not what Impatience of Rail- 
lery he is wonderfully fearful of being thought 
too great a Believer. A Hundred little Devices* 

F 2. are 
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are made ufe of to hide a Time of private Devo- 
tion 5 and lie will allow you any Sufpicion of his 
being ill employed, fo you do not tax him with 
being well. But alas ! How mean is fuch a Be- 
haviour ? To boaft of Virtue is a moft ridiculous 
Way of difappointing the Merit of it, but not ft 
pitiful as that of being afhamed of it. How un- 
happy is the Wretch who makes the moft abfb- 
lute and independent Motive of A£Hon the Cade 
of Perplexity and Inconftancy ? How much ano- 
ther Figure does C<elico/a make with all who 
know Him ? His great and fuperior Mind, fre- 
quently exalted by the Raptures of Heavenly Me- 
ditation, is to all his Friends of the fame Ufe as 
if an Angel were to appear at the Decifion of 
their Difputes. They very well underftand he is 
as much diiinterefted and unbiafs'd as fuch a Be- 
ing. He confiders all Applications made to him, 
as thofe AddreiFes will effeft his own Applica- 
tion to Heaven. All his Determinations are de- 
livei'd with a beautiful Humility { and he pro- 
nounces his Decifions with the Air of one who 
is more frequently a Supplicant than a Judge. 

Thus humble, and thus great, is the Man who 
is N moved by Piety, and exalted by Devotion. 
But behold this recommended by the mafterly 
Hand of a great Divine 1 have heretofore made 
bold with.

This Trade for Minds and Bodies in the Lump, 
-without Regard to either, but as they are accom- 
panied with fuch Sums of Money, and fuch Par* 
eel* of Land, cannot but produce a Commerce 
between the Parties concerned foitable to the 
mean Motives upon which they at firft came to 
aether.. I have heretofore given an Account, that

: If any Man fhould exceed the fettled Rate, he 
ought to be at Liberty after Seven Years arc over, 
by which Time his Love may be fuppofed to abate, 
a little, if it is not founded upon Reafbn, to re- 
nounce the Bargain, and be freed from the Settle- 
ment upon reftoring the Portion y as a Youth mar- 
ried under Fourteen Years old may be off if he 
pleafes when he comes to that Age, and as a Man 
is discharged from all Bargains but that of Mar- 
riage made when he is under Twenty one. 

It grieves me when I confider, tjiat thele Re- 
ftraints upon Matrimony take away the Advarv 
tage we mould otherwise have over other Coun- 
tries, which are funk much by thofe great Checks 
upon Propagation, the Convents. It is thought 
chiefly owing to thefe that Italy and Spain want 
above half their Complement of People. Were the 
Price of Wives always fixed and fettled, it would 
contribute to filling the Nation more than all the 
Encouragemeuts that can poflibly be given to Fo- 
reigners to tranfplant them felves hither* 

f therefore, as Cenfor of Britain, till a Law is 
made, will lay down Rules which (hall be obfer- 
ved with Penalty of degrading all that break 
them into Pretty Fellows, Smarts, Squibs, Hunting 
Horns, Drums, and Bagpipes. 

The Females that are guilty of breaking my 
Orders, I fhall refpe&ively pronounce to be Kits, 
Hornpipes, Dulcimers, and Kcttle-Drums. Such 
Widows as wear the Spoils of one Husband I will 
bury, if they attempt to rob another. 

I ordain, That no Woman eve.r demand one 
Shilling to be paid after her Husband's Death, 
more than the very Sum (he brings him, or an 
Equivalent for it in Land.

If any Lawyer varies from thefe Rules; or is '

Pounds for drawing it, I would have him thrown' 
over the Bar. 

* Were thefe Rules obferved, a Woman with a' 
fhiall Fortune, and a great deal of Worthy would ! 
be fure to marry according to her Deferta, if the 
Man's Eftate were to be lefs incumbered in Pro- 
portion as her Fortune is lefs than he might have

A Man of a great deal of Merit, and not much 4

The Man that loves a Woman beft* would not ry

Weaknefs in my Tern per , that is often very much 
afR&ed by thefe little Domeftick Occurrences, 
and have frequently been caught withTears in my 
Eyes over, a melancholy Advertifement. 

But to confider this Subject in its moft ridicu*» 
lous Lights, Advertifements are of great Ufe to 
the Vulgar : Firft of -all, as they are lnftruments 
©f Ambition. A Man that, is by no Means big, 
enough for the Gazette, may eauiy creep mto the 
Advertifements - y by which Means we often fee 
an Apothecary in the fame Paper of News with a 
Plenipotentiary, or a. Running- Footman with an 
Ambaflador. An Advertisement from Puiadil/y 

§pes down to Pofterity, with an Article from Ma- 
rid\ and John Bart let t of Goodman**- Fields, is ce- 
lebrated, in the fiuat Fafier with tbt Emperor e£ 

Gtrrmiq* 
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Germany* Thus the Fable tells us,That the Wren 
mounted as high as the Eagle, by getting upon his 
Back. 

A Second Ufe which this Sort of Writings have 
been turned to of late Years, has been the Manage. 
xnent of Controverfy, infomuch that abovorfialf 
the Advertifements one meets with now-a-Days 
are purely Polemical. The Inventors of Strips fir 
Razors have written againft one another this Way 
tor feveral Years, and that with great Bitternefs ; 
as the whole Argument Pro and con in the Cafe of 
the Morning-Gowns is ftiu carried on after the fame 
Manner. I need not mention the feveral Proprie- 
tors of Dr. Ander?m\ Pills ; nor take Notice of 
the many Satyrical Works of this Nature fb fre- 
quently publifhed by Dr. Clark t who has had the 
Confidence to advertife upon that learned Knight, 
my very worthy Friend, Sir William Read : But I 
fhall not interpofe in their Quarrel ; Sir William 
\ can give him his own in Advertifements, that, in 
\ the Judgment of the Impartial, are as well penned 
Vas thet>o£ior t s. 

The Third and Iaft Ufe of thefe Writings is, to 
inform the World where they may be furnifhed 
with almoft every Thing that is neceffary for Life. 
If a Man has Pams in his Head, Cholicks in his 
Bowels, or Spots in his Clothes, he may here meet 
with proper Cures and Remedies. If a Man would 
recover a Wife or a Horfe that is ftolen or ftrayed j 
if he wants new Sermons, Electuaries, AlTes Milk, 
or any Thing elie, either for his Body or his Mind, 
this is the Place to look for them in. 

The great Art in writing Advertifements, is the 
finding out a proper Method to catch the Reader's 
Eye ; without which, a good Thing may pa(s over 
unobferved , or be loft among Commillions of 
Bankrupt. Afterisks and Hands were formerly of 
great ufe for this Purpofe. Of Jate Years, the 
N. B. has been much inFafhion ; as alfo little Cuts 
and Figures, the Invention of which wc muft a- 

fcribc 
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Icrlbe to the Author of Sprihg-Trufles, I muft not 
liere omit the blind Italian Chara&er, which be- 
ing {carce legible, always fixes and detains the 
Eye, and gives the curious Reader fomething like 
the Satisfaction of prying into a Secret. 

But the great Skill in an Advertifer, is chiefly 
fecn in the Style which he makes ufe of. He is to 
mention the unwerfal Efteem, or general Refuta- 
: pion, of Things that were never heard of. If he is 
a Pnyficiart or Aftrologer, he muft change his 
Lodgingrfrequently, and ( tho'Tie never faw any v 
Body in them befides his own Family ) give pub- 
lick Notice of it, For the Information of the Nebiiity 
, **nd Gentry. Since I am thus ufefully employed in _ 

; 'writing Critlcifms on the Works of jhefe diminu- ' ^ \ 

tive Authors, I muft not pafs over in Silence an K> 

Advertifement which has lately made its Appear- jj "" 
arjee, and is written altogether in a Ciceronian Man- 
' • ner. It was fent to me, with Five Shillings, to be 
inferted among my Adveitifements ; but as it is a 
Pattern of good writing in this Way, I fljall give 
it. a Place in the Body of my Paper. 

•J* H E higheft compounded Spirit of Lavender, ' 
the rnoft glorious ( if the Expreffion may be 
ufed^) enlivening Scent and Flavour that can pof- 
fibiy be; . which fo raptures the Spirits, delights 
the Guft, and gives fuch Airs to the Countenance, 
as are not to be imagined but by thofe that have 
tried it. The meaneftSort of the Thing is admi- 
red by rnoft Gentlemen and Ladies * but this far 
more, as by far it exceeds it, to the gaining among 
all a more than common Efteem. It is fold ( in 
neat Flint Bottles fit for the Pocket ) only at the 
Golden-Key in Warton's-Court near Holborn-Bars, 
for 3 s. 6 d. with Directions. 

At the fame Time that I recommend the feveral 
Flowers in which this Spirit of Lavender is wrap- 
ped up, ( if the Expreffion may be ufed ) I cannot 
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excu(c my Fellow-Labourers for admit ting intc 
their Papers feveral uncleanly Advertifcments, nog] 
*t all proper to appear in the Works of polite Wri- j 
ters. Among thele I muft reckon the Camum'truf] 
WwdiXpelling Pills. If the Doctor had calle&j 
them only his Carminitive Pills, he had been 
cleanly as one could have wMhed ; but the Secoi 
Word entirely deftvoys the Decency of the Firft. 
There are other Abfurdities of this Nature fo very! 
grofs, that I dare not mention them 5 ancT (haft] 
therefore difmifs this Subjeft, with a publtck Ad- 
monition to Mtckttet Parm, That he do not pre- 
fumc any more to mention a certain Worm he 
knows of, which, by the Way, has grown Seven 
Foot in my Memory 5 for, if I am not much mi- 
ftaken, it is the fame that was but Nine Foot long 
about Six Months ago. 

By the Remarks inave here made, tt plainly ap- 
pears, that a Collection of AdVcrtifements is a 
Kind of Mifcellany ; the Writers of which,, contra- 
ry to all Authors, except Mea of Quality, give 
Money to the Bookfellcvs who pubhih their Co*.

E.**febiu6 has Wit, Humour, and Spirit j but there 
never was a Man in his Company who wifhed he 
Had lefs, for he underftands Familiarity fo well, 
tYiat he knows how to make Ufe v of it in a Way % 
trliat neither makes himfelf or his Friend coii- 
remptible ; but if any one is- leflened by his Free- 
dom, it is he hirafelf, who always likes the' 
Place, the Diet, and the Reception, when he is 
in the Company of his Friend's. Equality is the 
Life of Converfation ; and he is as much out. 
•who aflfumes to himfelf any Part above another, 
as he who confiders himfelf below the reft of rhe 
Society. Familiarity in Inferiors is Saucinefs ; 
!n Superiors, Condefbcnfion ; neither of which 
are to have Being among Companions, the very 
Word implying that they are: to be equal When 
therefore we have abftra&ed the Company from 
all Confiderations of their Quality or Fortune, it 
• will immediately appear, that to make it happy 
and poli re, there mull nothing be ftarted which 
fhall drfcover that our Thoughts run upon any 
.. fuch Diftin&ions. Hence it will arife, that Be- 
nevolence muft become the Rule of Society, and 
he that is moft obliging muft be moft diverting.

Tbey 
onbehold nothing but Faults and filemifhes* and 
indeed fee nothing that is worth feeing. Show 
'them a Poem, it is Muff j a Figure, it is Uaubiag. 
"They find nothing in Architc£ture that is. nor ir- 
regular, or in Mufick that is not out of Tune. 
Tnefe Men (hould confider* that it is their Envy 
which deforms every Thing, and that the^Ugli- 
nefs* is not in the Object, but in the Eye. And as 
&br nobler Minds, wbofe Merits are. either not 
difcovered: or are mifrepre(enred,by the envious 
/ Part of Mankind, they (hould rather conhder 
^hrtr Defamers wirh rity than Indignation. A 
Man cannot have an Idea of Pcrfedfion in ano- 
ther, which he was never fenfible of in himfelf. 
Mr. Lock tells-us, That upon asking a blind Man, 
"What he thought Scarlet was ? He anfwered,That 
he believed it was like the Sound of a Trumpet. 
l4e was forced to form his Conceptions of Idea's 
-which Ke had not, by thofe which he had. In the 
iamc Manner, ask an envious Man, What he thiaks 
of Virtue? *He will call it Deiign : What of Good- 
nature"* And he will term it Dolnefs. ^The Diflv- 
rence/is, That as the Perfon before-mentioned 
-was bora blind, your envious Men have <ron- 
Jtrafted.thc Diftemper themfelves, and are trou- 
bled with a Sort of an acquired Blindnefs. Thus

Reign 
of King Charles xheSecond, and that great Mo- 
narch had placed himfelf at the Head of the 
Royal Society, to lead them- forward into the 
Diicoveries of Nature, jit is faid. That feveral 
Propofals were laid before his Majefty for. the 
importing of Frogs into Ireland, In order ro it, 
a VirtuoiQ of known Abilities was. unanimoufly 
elected by the Society, and intruded, with the 
whole Management of that Affair.' For this 
End he took along with him a found Able-bo* 
died Frog, of a ftrong hale Conftitution, that 

• had 
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had given Proofs of his Vigour by feveral Leaps 
which be made before that Learned Body. 
"They took Ship, and failed together till they 
came within Sight of the Hill of Hoath, before 
the Frog discovered any Symptoms of being in- 
difpofed by his Voyage : Bat as the Wind chop- 
ped about, and began to blow from the Jrrjb 
Coaft, he grew Sea-fick, or rather Land-fick j 
for his .learned Companion afcribed it to the 
Particles of the Soil with which the Wind was 
impregnated. He was confirmed in his Con- 
jecture, when, upon the Wind's turning about, 
bis Fellow Traveller fenfibly recovered, and 
continued in good Health till bis Arrival upon 
the Shore, where he fuddenly relapfcd, and ex- 
pired upon a BJrrfs-End Car in his Way to Duk~ 
tin. The fame Experiment was lepeated feve- 
ral Times in that Reign, but to no Purpofc. A 
Frog was never known to take Three Leaps 
upon /wV&Turf, before he firetched himfelf one 
and died. 

* Whether it were that the. Philofophers on 
this Side the Water defpaired of ftocking the 
Ifland with this ufeftrl Animal, or whether in 
the following Reign it was not thought proper 
to undo the Miracle of a Popifli Saint, I do not 
hear of any further Progrefs made in this Af- 
fair till about Two Years after the Battle of the

' It was then that an ingenious Phyfician,to the 
Honour as well as Improvement of his Native 
Country, performed what the Englijb had been 
fo long attempting in vain. u This learned Man, 
with the Haxard of bis %ife, made a Voyage 
to Liverpool, where he filled feveral Barrels 
with the choiceft Spawn of Frogs that could be 
found in thofe Farts. This Cargo he brought 
over very carefully,, and afterwards difpofed\>f

Protectant ; for which Reafbn, to (how his Zeal 
againft Popery, he placed fome of the moft 
promiling Spawn in the very Fountain that is 
dedicated to the Saint, and known by the Name 
of St. Patrick's PPe&, where thefe Animah had 
the Impudence to make their firft Appearance. 
They have fince that Time very much mcreafed 
and multiplied in all the Neighbourhood of this 
City.

COmirig Home laft Night before my ufad 
Hour, I took a Book into my Hand, in or- 
der to divert my felf with it till Bed-Time.

The firft Peribn that palTed by me, was a Lady 
that had a particular Shyrfefs m the Cart of her 
Eye, and a more than ordinary Refervednefs in 
all the Parts of her Behaviour. She feemed to 
look upon Man as an obfeene Creature, with a 
certain Scorn and Fear of him. In the Height of 
iier Airs I touched her gently with ttiv Wand, 
when, to my unfpeakable Surprize, fhe fell apoti 
her Back, and kicked up her Heels in fuch a Man- 
ner, as made me blttfh in my< Sleep. As I was 
halting away from this* undtfguifed Prude, I few 
a Lady in earneft Difrourfe with another; and 
6verheard her fay with fome Vehemence, Never 
tell me of him, for I am refclved to die a Vir- 
gin ! I had a Curiofity to try her : but as foon as I 
laid my Wand ujfcm her Head, &e immediately 
fell in Labour. My Eyes were diverted from her 
by a f4an"and'his Wife, who walked near me 
l4and in Hand after a very loving Manner. I 
gave each of them a gentle Tap, and the nc*t 
infant faw the Woman in Breeches, and the Man 
with a Fan in his Hand.^ It would be tedious to 
„ deicribe the long Series of Metamorphofes that I -* 
entertained my felf with in my Night's Adven- 
ture, of Whigs difguifed in Tories, and Tories nft 
Whigs 5 Men in Red Coats that denounced Terv 
ror in their Countenances, cremblingat the Touch 
of my Spear j others in Black with Peace in theft 
Mouths, but Swords in their Hands. I could tell 
Stories of Noblemen changed into Ufm ers, an<t 
Magiiirates into Beadles 5 of Free-Thinkers into 
Penitents, and Reformers 'into Whoremafters. J 
muft nftt however omit the Mention of a grave 
Citizen that patted by rae with an huge Clafoed 

Bible- 
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Bible under his Arm, and a Band of a raoft im- 
moderate Breadth 5 but upon a Touch on the 
Shoulder, he let drop hfe Book, and fell a picking 
«ny Pocket. 

In the general I obferved, that thofe who ap- 
peared good, often dMappointed my Expe&ation $ 
but that on die contrary, thofe who appeared ve- 
ry bad, (till gjrew worle upon the Experiment % 
as the Toad in Milton, which one would have 
thought the moft deformed Pare of the Creadon, 
.at JtmuitFs Stroke, became more deformed, ana' 
ftartedV up into a Devil, 

Among all the- Perfons that I touched, there 
was but one who flood the Teft of my Wand ; 
and after many Repetitions of the Stroke, ftuck 
$0 his Form, and remained fteady and fixed in his 
ftrft Appearance. The was a young Man who 
fcoafted of foul Di {tempers, wild Debauches, Ia- 
•iults upon holy Men, and Affronts to Religion. » 

My Heart was extremely troubled at this Vi*. 
lion : The Contemplation of the whole Species, 
fo -entirely funk in Corruption, filled my Mind 
•with a Melancholy that is mexpreflible, and my 
Pifcoveries (till added to my Affliction. 

In the Midft of thefe Sorrows which I had in 
my Heart, methoughts there pafled by me a Cou- 
ple of Coaches witn Purple Liveries. There (ate 
in each of them a Perfon with a very venerable 
Afpe&. At the Appearance of them, the People 
who were gathered Tound me in great Multi- 
tudes divided into Parties, as they were difpofed 
to favour either of thofe reverend Perfons : The 
Enemies of one of them begged me to touch him 
with my Wand, and affured me, I fhould fee his 
Lawn converted into a Cloak. The oppofite Par- 
ty told me with as much AfTurance, That if I 
laid my Wand upon the other, I fhould fee his 
Garments embroidered wkh Flower-de-Luces, 
and his Head covered with a Cardinal's Cap. I 
made .the Experiment,; and,, to my great Joy, faw

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them both, without any Change, diftributing their \ 
BlejHnga to. the. People, and praying for thofe . 
■aw ho had reviled them. Is it portable, thought I,

out of it ?*"Are the Ties of Fa&ton -above thofe ^ 

of Religion ? ■; . 1. was going on in my. Soli* 

ioquies, bur lome-fudden Accident awakened 
rne, wnen I found my Hand'grafped, but my 
Spear gone. The Pefle&ion on fo very odd a 
"Dream made me fignre to my fedf"; What a Grange 
Face the World would bear, flaould all Mankind 
appear in their proper Shapes and Characters* 
without Hypocriiy and Diiguife? I am afrajd^; 
the Earth we live upon would appear- to other in*r. 
tellettual Beings no better than a Planet peopleaV . 
vfith Morafters. This, fhould, methmksy imwei' 
us with an honeft Ambition of. recommending) 
our fehrcs to thofe hrviftbie Spies, and off being: 
what we would appear. There was one CircumK 
fiance/ in my foregoing Dream which I at fir ft 
intended to conceal $ but upon fecond Thoughts/ 
I cannot look upon my {elf as a candid and imv 
partial Hiftorian, if I do not aoqnaint my Reader, 3 
that upon taking Itburtel's Spear into my Hand, 
though"! was before an old decrepid fellow, I "\ 
appeared a very handfome, jolly, ^lack.-Man. 
Hut I know my Enemies will fay, this is praxfingi 
jny own Beauty, for which Reaiof I will fpeat

Land Showers are no lefs frequent among the 
Poets than the former, but I remember node of 
them which have not fallen in the Country 5. for 
which Reafbn they are generally rilled with the 
Lowings of Oxen, and the Bieatings of Sheep, 
and- very often embellifhed with a Rainbow. 

Virgir* LpndShewer is likewife thej>eft in its 
Kind ; It is indeed a Shower. of Conference, and 
contributes to tfre main Defign or the Poem, by 
cutting off a tedious Ceremonial, and bringing 
Matters to a fpecdy Conclufion between Two Po- 
tentates of different Sexes. My ingenious Kinfc 
man Mr. Humphrey Wagfiaff, who treats of every 
Subje& after a Manner that no other Author has 
done, and better than any other Can do, has fent 
me the Defcription of a City Shower.

Tu Uy has thefe Two Faults info high a Degree, that 
tmhing but his Being the befi Writer in the World 
can make Amends for them* The fcurrilous Wretch 
goes on to fay I am as bad as Tully. His Wards 
are cheic ; An&'yet the Tatler, in his Paper of 'Sep- 
tember io,. has out-done him in both, Hefpeakspf 
'himfelfwith more Arrogance, and with mare It& 
\jtence of -others. I am afraid by his DifcbuHe, this 
Gentleman has no more read Plutarch than he has 
TuHy. \i he had, he would have obferved a Paf- 
fa£e in that Hiftorian, wherein he has with great 
Del icacy dilrtngu ifhed bet weenT woPafHons which 
are ufually complicated in Humane Nature, and 
yvhichano binary Writer would not have thought 
or" feparating.

Be- 
iidbs; when we fee a Man making Profeffion of 
Two different Sciences, it is natural for us to be- 
lieve he is no Pretender in that which we are not 
Judges of when we find him skilful in that which 
we imdtrftand-

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• Ordinary Quacks and Charlatans are throughly 
-fenfible how rieceflary it is to (iipport them {elves 
by thcfe collateral Affiftances, and therefore al- 
ways lay their Claim to Come fupemumerary Ac- 
compltrfinients which are wholly foreign to their 
Ifrofeflion. 

About 2,0 Years ago,, it was impoflible to walk 
the Streets without having an Advertifement thru ft 
into yonr Hand of a Doctor who was arrived at the 
Knowledge of the Green and Red Dragon, and had 
dtf cornered the Female Fern Seed, No Body ever, . 
knew what this meant j but the Green and Red 
Dragon fo amufed the People, that the Doctor li- 
ved very comfortably upon them. About the fame 
Time there was parted a very hard Word upon 
every Cornev of.tne Streets. This, to the bett of 
my Remembrance, was 

TE TRACHTMAQb GON, 

VttiicH drew great Shoab of Spectators about it, - 
who read the Bill that it introduced with u&- 
fpeakable Curiolity ; and when they were lick, 
would have no Body but this learned Man for 
their Phyfician. 

I once received an Advertifement of one whor 
had ft udied Thirty Tears by Candle-light f$r the _,' 
Good of his Countrymen. He might have ftudiecf ' 
Twice as long by Day-light, and never have been "• 
#aken Notice of : But uucubrations cannot be' , 
over-valued. There are fome who. have gamed • 
thcmfelves great Reputation for Phyfick by their ^ 
Birth^s the Seventh Son of a Seventh Son fwd t ''\ , /■'' 
others by not being born at all/iis the Unborn ,3 
' Do&otj who, I hear, is lately gone the Way of , 
his Patients, having died worth Five Hundred 
Pounds per Annum, though he was not born to a ' 
Halfpenny. 

My ingenious Friend Do£fcor Saf'old, fucceeded 
my old Contemporary DoSfcor LHly in the Studies* 
both of Phytick and Aih-ologv, to which he ad- k 

L 4 ded 
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fed that of Poetry, as was ro be feen both upon 
the Sign where he.livecL and in the Bills which he 
sftftributed. He was Succeeded by Do&or C44 
who erafed the Verfes of his Preoecellbr out of 
the Sign-Poft, and fubftituted in their Stead Two 
of his own, which were as follows :

lie is faid to have sot more by this Diftich, than 
Mr. pry den did by allhis Works. There would he 
no End of enumeratingthefeveral imaginary Per- 
fe&ioniand unaccountable Artifices by which this 
Tribe of Men enfnare the Minds of the Vulgar, 
and gain Crowds of Admirers. I have (een the 
whole Front of a Mountebank's Stage from one 
End to the other faced with Patents, Certificates, 
Medals, and Great Seals, by which the (everal 
Princes of Bunpehzvc teftified their particular Re* 
fpeft and Efteem for the Doctor. Every great Man 
with a (bunding Title has been his Patient. I be- 
lieve I have (een Twenty Mountebanks that have 
fiven Phy (ick to the Czar of Mufcoyy. The Great 
take ofTufcany efcapes no better. The Elector of 
Brandenburg was likewife a very good Patient. 

This jgreat Condefcenfion of the Do&or draw$ 
upon him much Good Will from his Audience \ 
and it is Ten to One, but if any of them be trou- 
bled with an aching Tooth, his Ambition will 
grompt him to get it drawn by a Perfon who has 
ad fo many Princes, Kings, and Emperors, under 
his Hands. 
I muft not leave this Subject without obferving, 
, that as Pbyficians are apt to deal in Poetry, Apo- 
thecaries endeavour to recommend themfelves by 
Oratory, and are therefore without Controversy, 
the molt eloquent Perfons in the whole Britijb Na- 
tion. I would not wittingly difcourage any of the 
Arts, efpecially that of which I am an numble Pro* 
ftflbr ; but I muft confefs,- lor the Good of my 

native 
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native Ctfttfttyy,! could wifti there might be.a Suf- ' 
penfion of Phyfick for feme Years, that our Kwg- 
dom, which has been fo mucjv exhaufted by the 
Wars, might have Leave to recrait it ftlr. ?

rrttcularPerfons, 1 Ihould venture to prescribe *q 
after' the fame Manner. I remember wheh our 
-whole lfland was fhakea with an Earthquake Tome 
Years ago, there was an impudent Mountebank 
uvho fold Pills which fas he told the Countrj 
People) were very good againft ah Earthquake. 
ft may perhaps be thought as abfurd to .pre{crihe 
a Diet for the allayingropular Commotions, and 
Narional Ferments. But Lam verily perfwaded, 
that ifiti ruch a Cafe a whole People were to en- 
ter into a Cpurfe of Abftinence, and eat nothing 
bat Water-gruel for a Fortnight, it would abacs 
the Rage and Anirnofify of Parties, and not z\\tr 
* tie contribute to the Cure of a diftrra&ed Nation'. 
Such a Fail would have a natural Tendency to the 
procuring of thofe Ends for which a Faft is usu- 
ally proclaimed. If any Man has a Mind to entej 
on fuch a voluntary Abftinence, it might not be 
hnproper to.give him the £aution of Pythagoras 
m particular :

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h A Method offpending one's Time agreeably is 
JfX a Thing fo little itudied, that the common 
Amufement of ouryoung Gentlemen (efpeciaJly 
of fuch as arc at a Diftance from rhofe of the firft 
Breeding ) is Drinking. This Way of Entertain- 
ment has Cuftom of its Side; but as much as it has 
prevailed, I believe there have been very few 
Companies that have been guilty of Excels this 
a Way, where there Have notjiappeiied more Ace* 
L Vjients which makefagainft, than for theContinu- 
t ance of it. It is„ very common that Events arilb 
v\ from a Debauch Avhicn are fat alj and always fuch 
as are difagreeable. With all a Man's Reaion and ' 
good Senfe about him, his Tongue i^apt t» utter 
v\ Things out of meer Gaiety of Heart which may 
cBfpieafe his befl Friends. Who then would truit 
Kimfelf to the Power of Wine, without faying 
inore tgainft it. than that it raifes the Imagination! 
a»d depreffes the Judgment. Were there only this 
flngle Confideranon, that we arc lefi Matters of 
" our ftlves when we drink in the lead Proportion 
above the Exigencies of Thivft j I fay, were thir 
all that could be objected; it were fufficient to- 
make us abhor this vice. But we may go on to 
fay, that as he who drinks but a little is not M»> 
iter of himfelf, fb he who drinks much is a Slave 
cp himfelf. As for my^ Part, I ever efteemed a 
Prunkard of all vicious Perfons the moft viciojw : 
For if our Actions are to be weighed and oonft- 
dered according to the Intention of them, what 
con we thio&oi hipi.who puts himiclf into a Cir-

iler, or a Subject -, that he has fo long banifhed 
himfelf from all that is dear, and given up all that 
is facred to him, he would even then think of a 
Debauch with Horror : • But when he looks ftill 
funher, and acknowledges,Khat he is not only 3 
expelled out of all the Relations of Life, but alio . 
liable to offend againit them all, What Words can* *\ 
exprefs the Terror and Deteflation he would have T 
ofilich a Condition ?

Poifon. In my laft Lucubration I propofed the 
general Ufe of Water-gruel, and hinted, that, it (/ 
might not be amrfs at this very Seafon : But as 1 
there are fome, whofe Cafes, in Regard to their 
Families, will not admit of Delay, I have ufed my 
Ihtereft m feyeral Wards of the City, that the 
wholefome Reftorative above-mentioned may be r, 7 ,-s 

g'ven in Tavern Kitchens to all the Moroifjgs ^ , 
raught-Men within the Walls when they call for 
Wine before Noon.

He chat is 
the Husband of a Woman ofilonouT\ and comes 
Home overloaded with Wine, is ftiH more can- 
( b temptible m Proportion to the Regard we have to 
the unhappy Confort of his Befltamy. The Ima- 
, gination cannot (bape to its felf any Thing mote 
A monftrous and unnatural than the Farruaamits 
between Drunkennefs amd Chaftitj The wretch- 
ed siftr**; who is the Perfection ot Beauty and In- 
nocence, has long been thus condemned for Lift. 
The Rornantick Tales of Virgins devoted to the 

Iaws of Monitors, have nothing m them (b tenv 
tie as the Gift otjlflr** to that Bacchanal . 

The Aedeakm of fuch a Match u fpotiefs In- 
nocence with abandoned .Lewdness, is what puts 
this Vice in the worft Figure it can bear with Re- 
Lfd to- ethers ; but when it is looked upon with 
tfsc& only to the Drankard bimfelf, it has Dc- 

fetmities 
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*ormiries enough to" make it difagreeble, which 
may be fomraei up in a Word, by allowing, that 
he who refigns his Reafoa, is adhiallyguilty of all 
that he is liable to from the Want of Keafon.

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Silver Sound gave me the following Account o£ 
his Life and Adventures :

~ That while (he kept a Queen Elizabeth's Shilling 
.about her, (helhould never be without Money. 1 
continued here a-clofe Prifoner for many Months, 
till at laft I was exchanged for Eight and Forty 
Farthings. 

. I thus rambled from Pocket to Pocket till the 
^Beginning of, the Civil Wars, when, to my Shame 
be it (boken, I was employed in raifing Soldiers 
.agahw the Ring; For being of a very tempting 
Breadth, a Serjeant made U(e of me to inveigle 
Country Fellows, and lift them in the Service of 
, the Parliament. 

As foon as he had made one Man fure y his Way 
Vizs to oblige him to take a Shilling of a more 
^homely Figure, and thenpra&ife-.the fame Trick 
upon another. Thus I continued doing great 
Mifchief to the Crowj*» till my Officer chancing 
one Morning to walk Abroad earlier, than urdina* 
-rjr, facrificed me to his Pleafures, and made Ufe 
,or me to feduce a Milk-Maid. This Wench bene 
me, and gave me to her Sweetheart, applying 
jnore properly than (he intended the ufual Form 
of, To m &ve #nd jrm<t9y l#ve* This unge- 
nerous Gallant marrying her within few Days 
after, pawned me for a Dram of Brandy, and 
jdrinkjng me put next Day, I was beaten fiat with 
an Hammer, and again fet a running. 

After many Adventures, vwhich it would be te- 
diqus to relate, I was fent to a young Spendthrift, 
in Company with the Will or his decealed Fa- 
ther. The young Fellow, who I found was very 
.extravagant, gave great Demonftntions of Joy ac 

the 
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the receiving the Will ; but opening it, he found. 
himfelf difmherited and cut off from the PofleC- 
fion of a fair Rftate, by Vertueof my being made 
a Prefent to him. This put him into fuch a Pafc 
ijon, that after having taken me in his Hand, and 
CUffed me, he fqtiirrea me away from him as far 
as he could fling me.

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*Ckeflnre Chcefe, 6r a B*aft of Mutton* Yet 
to fo ridiculous a Height is v thts fboHfti Cuftom 
grown, that even the Chriftma* Pve, which in 
its very Nature is a kind of coftftcrated Gate, I 
i and a padge of Diftiriction, is often forbidden 
tb the Druid of the Family. Strange.' that a 
■ Sirloin of Beef, whether boiled or roafted, When 
entire, is. expofedrto hisutmoft Depredations 
and Inations \ but if minced into fm«ll' Pieces, 
and toned up -with. Plumbs and Sugar, changes 
its Property, and* fbr&oth, is Meat for his 
Matter. 

In this Cafe I know not which to eenfure, the 
Patron or the Chaplain, the Infolence of Power* 
or the Abje&neis of Dependatice. For my own 
Parr, I have often blamed to*&e a <*cnrleman B 
whom I knew to have much more Wit and L^ar-- 
ning than my felf, and who was bred -up with. 
me at the univerfity upon the fame foot of a 
! liberal Education, treated :in fucb an ignominious' 
Manner, and ftmk beaeath thofe of his own 
Rank, oy Reafon of that Charafter which ought ^ 
to b^ing him Honour. This deters Men of ge- 
nerous Minds from placing themfelves infuch a 
Station of Life, and by that Means frequently 
excludes Pcrfons of Quality from the improving 
and agreeable Converfation of a learned and ob- 
feqaious Friend. 

Mr. Oldham lets us know. That he was affright- 
ed from the Thought of fuch an Employment, 
by Ae Scandalous Sort of Treatment which often 
accompanies it.

The Jury therefore re- 
tired, and being willing to comply with the AaV 
\ices of the Cenfor, after an Hour's Confuta- 
tion, declared their Opinion as follows;

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Poem fays, (he came to him in the'Dflguife of a 
Suttling Wench, with a Bottle of Brandy under 
her Arm. Let that be as it will, he managed 
Matters (b well, that (he. went away big- bellied, 
and was at length brought to Bed ot* a little C«- 
. t fid. This Boy, whether it were by Reafbn of any 
bad Food that his Father had eaten during the 
Siege, or of any particular Malignity in the Stars 
chat reigned at his Nativity, came into the Worfd 
with a very fickly Look, and crazy Conftitution. 
As foon as he was able to handle his Bow, he 
made Di{coveries of a moft pervei fe Difpolition. 
He dipped all his Arrows in Poifon, that rotted 
every Thing they touched ; and what was. more 
particular, aimed all his Shafts at the Nofe, quite

It is reported, That Tali cot ius had at one Time 
in his Houfe Twelve German Counts, Nineteen" 
French MarquiflTes, and a Hundred Sfanifh _ Cava- 
liers, betides One folitaryJE»£/*7b Efquire, of 
whom more hereafter. 'Tho the Do&or had the l 
Monopoly of Nofes in] his own Hands, he isfaid" 
not to have been unreafonable. Indeed'if a Man *X. 
had Occafion for a high Reman Nofe, he mutt go 
to the Price of it. A Carbuncle Nofe likewife ^ 
bore an excejpve RateT But for your ordinary 2 N *\

The Sympithy betwixt the Nofe and its Parent / 
was very extraordinary.

- left the Hours of the whole Nation at the Time 
when thofe Places were founded. But atprefent 
the Courts of Jiiftice an* fcarce opened 'm-Wltf- 
mmfter*ffoff at the Time when WiUiam Rvpu 

-tiled to go to Dinner in it. Alii Bimnefs is driven 
-forward: The Land-Marks of our Fathers ( if I

Flowers,, the 
Melody of Birds, the Dews that hang.upon the 
Plants, and all thofe other Sweets of Nature that 
are peculiar to the Morning. 

It is impoflible for a Man to have this Relifh of 
Being, this exquiiite Taft ofiLife, who does not 
come into the World before it is in all its Noife 
and Hurry $ who lofes the Riung of the -Sua, the 
ftall Hours of the Day, and immediately upon his 
firft getting up plunges himfelf into the*ordinary 
Cares or Fplfiesof the World.

An Author may be tofs'd out of your Hand 
and thrown alide when he grows dull and tire- . 
Tome ; but fuch Liberties are To far from being al- 
lowed towards your Orators in common Conver- 
1 fation, that I have known a Challenge fent a Per* 
Ton for going out of the Room abruptly, and lea- 
ving a Man of Honour in theMidft of a Diflcrta- 
«tion. This Evil is at pi efent fo .very Common and 
Epidemical, that there is fcarce a Coffee-houfe in 
Town that has not fome Speakers belongingto it, 
who utter their Political Eflfays, and draw Paral- 
lels out of Bakefs Chronitle to almoft every Part 
•of Her Majefty's Reign. It was faid of Two an- . 
cient Authors who had very different Beauties in 
their Style, That if you took a Word from one of - 
them, yon only {poilcd his Eloquence $ but if you , 
♦took a Word from the other, you fpoiled his Senfe. - 
I have often applied the firft Part of this Criticifm 
*o feveral of tnefe CofFee-houfe speakers whom I - 
have at prefent in my Thoughts, tnc? the Cha- ' 
rafter that is given to the bfi of thofe Authors is 
^what I would recommend to the Imitation of my 
loving Countrymen : But it is not only publics " 
places of Refort, but private Clubs ana Conver- 
sations over a Bottle, that are infefted with this ' 
ilocraacious Kind of Animal, efpccially with that : 
Species which I comprehend under the Name of 
.a Story-Teller. I would earneftly flefire thefe 
Gentlemen to consider, that no Point of Wit or

^ j My ingenious Kinfman/ Mr. UwntfhryWaffJtaffJ^ 
ufes to Tay, The Life of Man is too fhort for a 
Story-Teller. 

'Wethufatem might be half an' Hour in telling 
vwhata Clock it was j but as- for US' Poftdiluvians, 

- we ought to do every Thing in Haft s and i* our . 
Speeches, a? well as A&ions, remember that our 
Time is fhort. A Man that talks for a Quarter 

* of an Hour together in Company, if I meet him 
-freauently, takes up a great Part of my Span. 
'A Quarter of an Hour may be reckoned the Eight 
arid fortieth Part of a Day, a Day the Three hun- 
dred and fortieth Part or a Year, and >a Year the 
Threefcore and tenth Part of Life. By this moral 
Arithmetick, fuppofing a Man to be in the Talk- 
j ing World one tnird Part of the Day, whoever 
gives another a Quarter of an Hour's Hearing, 
makes him a Sacrifice of more than the Four hun- 
dred thoufandth Part of his Converfable Life. 

I would eftablifh but one great general Rule to 
be obferved in all Conversation, which is this, 
That Men JhsuU not talk te f leafs tbemfelves, hut 
thofe that hear' them. This would make them 
confider, Whether what they fpeak be worth 
Hearing ?

"7 Three Pence. It appeared, That the Profecutor 
did not think himielf injured till a few .Day! 
J. -after the aforefaid Blow was given hirnlfbuc 
that having ruminated with himfelf for feverat 
I>ays, and conferred upon it jtfith other Officers 
- <*f the Militia, he concluded," that he had in E£» 
&& been ^cudgelled by Mr. Heediefs, and that he 
ought to refent it accordingly. l!liz Council for

Bmsre that thou never tell thy Dreams in Compa- 
ny ; for notmthftanding thou matfjttake a Pleajure 
in Telling thy Dreams, the Company will take no 
Pleafure tn Hearing them. 

This Rule is conformable to a Maxim which I 
have laid down in a late Paper, and muft always 
inculcate into tbofc of my Readers who find in 
themielves an Inclination to be very talkative and 
impertinent, That they (hould not fpeak to pleafc 
themfelves, bur thofe that hear them. 

It has been often obferved by witty Eflay- Wri- 
ters, That the deepeft Waters arc always the mod: 
filent: That empty Veffels make the created 
Sound, and tinckung Cymbals the worft Mufick. 
The Marquefs of Hauifax, in his admirable Ad- 
vice to a Daughter, tells her. That good Senfe 
has always fomething fullen in it : But as Sullen- 
^iefs does not only imply Silence,but an ill-natured 
Silence, I wifh nisLirdfhip had given a fofter 
Name to it. Since I am engaged unawares in 
Quotations, I muft not omit the Satyr which 
Horace has written againft this impertinent talka- 
tive Companion, and which, I think, is fuller of 
Humour than any other Satyr he has written. 
This great Author, who had the niceft Taft of 
Converfation, and was himfelf a mod agreeable 
Companion, had fo ftrong an Antipathy to a great

Wit and Humour in all Mr. B'ckerf?af*s Lucubra- 
tions are thofe for whkh he is alfo beholden to 
him. 

As for the Satyrical Parts of thefe Writings, 
thofe againft the Gentlemen who profefs Gaming 
are the mod licentious 5 but the main of them I 
take to come from lofing Gamefters, as Inve&ivej 
againft the Fortunate ; for in verymany of them, 
I . was very little elfe but the Tranfcriber. If 
any have been more particularly marked at, fucb 
Pei Tons may impute it to therr own Behaviour^ 
(before they were touched upon) in publickly 
fpeaking their Refentment againft the Author, % 
and profeffing they would fupport any Mm who ' 
fhould infult him. When T mention this Sub--' 
je&, I hope Major-General Davtnport, Brigadier 
Biflet, and my Lord Forbes* will accept of my 
Thanks for their frequent good Offices, iti pro- 
feffing their Readinefs to partake any Danger

But what I find is the leaft e*cuCa1>le* Part of ' 
all this Work is, That I have, in iome Places in? 
it, touched upon Matters which concern both the 
Church and State. All I /hall fay for 1 this is. 
That the Points I alluded to arc fucn as concern- ' 
ed every Chii/tian and Freeholder irt England '$ . 
and I. could not be cold enough to' conceal my 
Opinion, on Subjects which related to either of 
thpfe Characters. But Politicks apart, fmuft 
contefs, it has been a rilofl: exquifite Plpafure' to* 
me to name Chara&ers of pomeftick Lift, and ' 
put thole P^vts. of it which are leaft obferved in- 
to^ an agreeable View 5 to enquire into the Seed* 
of Vanity an4,'AlTe£ration, to lay before ray Rea- ' 
ders the Emntincfs of Ambition: In a word, 
to trace Huroarte'Life through all Its Mazes ana \ 
Rccefies, ahd.lhow much {hotter Methods than! \ 
Men ordinarily prH&jfe, to be nappy, agreeable,' 
a^d great. 

But to enquire* into Men V Faults and Weak- 
neifes.has fomerhuig \n if fo unwelcome, that I 
have often fcen People in Pain to ad 'Before me, 
whofe Modefty onfy make them think them- 
fcjves liable to Cenfure. This, and *a Thoufand 
other namelefs Things, have made it an irkfbme 
Task to me to perfoliate Mr. Btckerftaff l zny lon- 
ger f and I believe it does not often happen, that 
the Reader is delighted where the' Author h difV 
pleafed. 

All I can now do for the further Gratification 
of the Town, is to give them a faithful Index 
and 'Explication of Pafiages and Allufions, and 
fometimes oh* Perfons intended in the fevetal 
fcattered Parts of the Work. At the fameTime^ 
the fncceeding Volumes (hall difcover which ot 
the whok have been written by me, and which 
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by others, and by whom, as far as I am able, or 
permitted. 

Thus I have voluntarily done what I think all 
Authors (hould do when call'd upon. I have 
publiflied my Name to my Writings, and given • 
rny felf up to the Mercy ot theTown v (as Shake- \ 
Jfemr exprefles it) with all my Imperfe&ions on
